The Brit- 
ish Petroleum company’s No. 2 well 
has blazed.a trail which will be fol- 
lowed by millions of dollars of capi- 
tal. It has marked the trail with oil 
—real, dark brown oil, present down 
a two thousand foot hole, in quantities 
yet undetermined, but: amply proven 
to be considerable. 

All of which reads like the first 
page out of a stock faker’s oil pros- 
pectus—only it isn’t. It just happens 
to be the carefully considered opin- 
ion ‘of as representative a body of 
Edmonton citizens,as even the most 
sceptical unbeliever could scarce fail 
to believe.
